It is then expected that the State Division will make a recom- 
mendaion as to how much of this water that Sierra Madre puts 
into the basin can be pumped back out by the city. On a purely 
theoretical basis the city could retain as its own, to pump out ot the 
basin as needed, all the water that it conserved through such a 

project. . . 

The state, and thus the court, is interested, however, in main¬ 
taining the safe level of the underground water supply. 

The effect of fhe city's diversion project on the underground 
level and the annual "safe yield" of the basin will determine the 
amount of wafer Sierra Madre will gain. 

The theories are sound, and they are recognized by the State 
Division of Wafer Resources. 

But it is a matter that is now up to the court to decide. Once 
a decision is rendered, the city can readily torsee its more 
distant future water supply—in the balance between the Conkling 
report and the court's action. 

Argument for or against the Conkling report or any theory of 
water acquisition is wasted argument. It is now, or will be very 
soon, in the hands of the court. We in Sierra Madre are all 
petitioners to the court for a wafer supply. It hardly seems rea¬ 
sonable that a plaintiff in a law suit should stand within earshot of 
the court and declare his own case to be faulty.

In the twinkling of 
an eye,” by the omission of a 
single letter became “We shall 
all be hanged in a moment . .”
